It has been demonstrated by actual tests 
that nearly 10 per cent more work can be 
turned out with a properly proportioned 
desk than with a machine on the top of 
an ordinary desk or table.

On closing the lid of Nos. 1401, 1402 and 
1403 the Comptometer drops back into the 
dust-proof well. This not only protects 
it from dust and dirt but also from the 


danger of being accidentally knocked off 
the desk. 


The lid of the well closes flush with the 
top of the desk, leaving it free for regular 
desk use. 


By merely lifting the hinge lid a quarter- 
inch the Comptometer is easily pulled 
directly into operating position. No 
mechanism to wear or get out of order. 


Each desk is furnished with fill-in blocks. 
Will accommodate all sizes of the Comp- 
tometer—8-, 10- and 12-column.
